PLANS to extend Southend 
Airport’s runway could be delayed 
after the Government ordered a 
public inquiry. 

The Secretary of State for 
Transport, Philip Hammond, has 
called for an investgation into the 
proposed closure of Eastwoodbury 
Lane, which was previously 
approved by Southend Council. 

Airport bosses are looking to 
replace the road with a new link 
road, between Eastwoodbury Lane 
and Nestuda Way, to allow a 300m 
extension of the runway to go 
ahead. 


Managing director Alastair Welch 
said staff were working to ensure 
the airport would still be opera¬ 
tional for the 2012 Olympics. 

He explained: “We have carefully 
planned the airport’s development 
and we are working with the appro¬ 
priate authorities over a number of 
matters and can confirm that we 
remain on programme to complete 
the redevelopment in time for the 
Olympics.” 

Southend Council is contributing 
to the cost of upgrading the specifi¬ 
cation of the new road. A 
spokesman said a public inquiry 


had been expected. 

Head of planning and transport, 
Andrew Meddle, explained: “The 
Secretary of State’s decision to call 
a public enquiry into this matter is 
not unexpected. 

“The airport operators carried out 
a public consultation over their pro¬ 
posals to close the old road and the 
Secretary of State is duty bound to 
call an enquiry in the event of a sin¬ 
gle objection.” 

The decision for a public inquiry 
came following objections from 
residents and campaign group, 
Stop Airport Expansion Now. 


Campaign group spokesman, 
Denis Walker, said: “This is the 
first time that the runway extension 
development will receive public 
scrutiny, so it’s excellent news for 
our campaign. 

“We are confident that in the cold 
light of day, the justification for 
closing Eastwoodbury Lane to 
enable the runway extension does¬ 
n’t stand up to scrutiny. 

“The economic, environmental 
and social costs all outweigh any 
benefit and we look forward to the 
opportunity to explain this to a 
Government Inspector.”

A SHOEBURY mother has been 
jailed after her Chinese fighting dog 
bit a teenager. 

Jessica Gill, 30, of Bunters Avenue, 
will serve eight weeks in prison after 
she was found guilty of keeping a 
dangerous dog. 

Southend Magistrates Court heard 
how her pet Shar Pei, Snoopy, got 
under a fence before fighting with a 
bull terrier. 

A 15-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was bitten 


on the hand as he attempted to break 
the dogs up. 

Magistrate Jill Crowe agreed the 
animal should not be put down, but 
banned Gill from keeping a dog for 
five years. 

Gill’s defence, Lee Willcockson, 
insisted his client was not a careless 
owner. 

He said: “This was not a case of 
Snoopy going on a craze. This is a 
case of Snoopy getting under a fence 
and fighting with another dog before 
biting a young boy who tried break¬ 
ing up the two dogs. 


“We believe the dog suffered from 
a condition called kennel craze fol¬ 
lowing its time in kennels and the 
problem will be addressed by neuter¬ 
ing and muzzling him. 

“Like the dogs she takes on, Miss 
Gill is a stray and her pets offer her 
comfort after a childhood of domes¬ 
tic abuse.” 

The court was told that Gill had 
previously received an ASBO and 
was barred from keeping dogs for 
three years in 2005 because her 
Rottweiler, Cooper, terrorised other 
local residents. 


Other dogs Gill had previously kept 
killed cats and ‘terrorised children’ 
while on the loose, the court heard. 

Gill was re-appearing over the 
offence, which occurred on April 29 
last year, after breaching conditions 
set down by the court previously. 

She was sentenced to a total of 14 
weeks, which included one week for 
failing to appear at court and one 
week for breaching three conditional 
discharges. She had previous convic¬ 
tions for common assault and steal¬ 
ing a bicycle. She was also ordered to 
pay £60 court costs.

AN ESTATE agent who assaulted a 
council officer investigating reports of 
loud music has been ordered to do 
150 hours community service. 

Gavin Hockett, of Main Road, 
Hockley, pleaded guilty to common 
assault and resisting arrest at 
Southend Magistrates Court on 
Thursday. 

The 30-year-old was sitting in a 
black Audi in Western Road, Leigh, at 
around 1.10am on Sunday, August 15 
last year when Roger Trehorne asked 
him about the reports. 

Hockett, who had been drinking, 
punched Mr Trehorne in the mouth 
before a struggle took place between 
the estate agent and a police officer. 

Hockett’s defence claimed the 
assault was ‘out-of-character’ and the 
defendant, who was living in a flat off 
the street at the time, had ongoing 
problems with neighbours. 

Magistrate Jill Crowe ordered 
unpaid work to be carried out and 
costs and compensation to be paid 
totalling £205.

MBE, unveiled the facility in the 
wound management unit in 
Balmoral Ward on Tuesday. 

The 81 -year-old, from 
Thundersley, invested in £4,000 
of adapted equipment for the 
suite to help aid patients on the 
road to recovery. 

Equipment includes a special 
couch, foldaway parallel bars 
and a run of steps to help patients 
get used to stairs. 

Joyce, who has raised around 
£1.5million since beginning her 
charity marathon 25 years ago, 
said: “I am very pleased to be 
able to help these patients, who 
face a lot of challenges. 

“We need to encourage people 
to get moving and active again 
despite the injuries they have 
faced. 

“I want to thank all those who 
have helped me fundraise 


through the garden sales.” 

The hospital offers ‘walking 
school’ sessions at its rehab gym. 

This service is only available 
twice a week and the group set¬ 
ting is not always appropriate for 
some patients. 

The majority of amputees are 
those who have suffered circula¬ 
tory diseases or who have severe 
cases of diabetes. 

Sue Edwards, tissue viability 
nurse specialist, said: “The 
amputee suite is open for inpa¬ 
tients and outpatients five days a 
week, and the beauty of it is we 
can offer one-to-one sessions, 
which have really helped bring 
on some patients who have made 
slow progress at walking school. 

“We are very grateful to Joyce 
for all the support she has given 
us.”

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Southend blaze leaves 
two families homeless

A BLAZE at the weekend has left two fam¬ 
ilies homeless. 

Firefighters tackled the fire in a semi¬ 
detached house in Prince Avenue, Southend, 
in the early hours of Saturday morning. 

Divisional Officer Martin Powell, inci¬ 
dent commander, said: “The fire was called 
in by an off-duty officer who managed to 
get everyone out of the property after rais¬ 
ing the alarm. 

“The incident involved a large semi¬ 
detached house split into two flats and situ¬ 
ated at the side of the A127. 

“The first crews at the scene were faced 
with a fully developed fire and they did an 
excellent job in acting swiftly to prevent 
spread to the adjoining property. 

“Flames were already through the roof 
and about to break through but thanks to 
their quick thinking in getting inside the 
next-door house and holding back flames, 
that house was saved. 

“Unfortunately, the two flats in the fire- 
affected house were destroyed by fire and 
collapsed. 

“A couple and their two children suffered 
slight smoke inhalation and shock and were 
taken to hospital as a precautionary mea¬ 
sure. 

“A second couple, a dog and two parrots 
were left in the care of the Red Cross Fire 
Support team. 

“All indications are that the cause of the 
fire was accidental but we are still complet¬ 
ing our work here.” 

Simon Murdoch, from nearby Hampton 
Gardens, was out walking his dog at the 
time and captured the incident on camera.

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Flooding grant 
for fire service

ESSEX Fire Service is to receive 
a grant of £47,152 to help deal 
with flooding. 

The money, from the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (Defra), 
will be used to buy new equip¬ 
ment and provide training for a 
powered rescue team. 

Announcing the new funding, 
environment minister Richard 
Benyon said: “In the event of a 
large-scale flood, it is important 
that we can call upon manpower 
and equipment from a wide 
range of emergency services and 
voluntary groups. 

“The grant announced today 
will help to pay for vital flood 
rescue training and assets such as 
rescue boats that will be readily 
available wherever they are need¬ 
ed.” 

Fifteen organisations - includ¬ 
ing 11 other Fire and Rescue 
Services and charities such as St 
Johns Ambulance and the 
RSPCA - will receive grants 
amounting to a total of £820,000. 

These grants form the final 
part of a £1.7m Defra run 
scheme to enhance local flood 
rescue capability. 

All the equipment bought with 
the funding will be added to the 
National Asset Register of flood 
rescue resources that emergency 
services across the country can 
call upon in the event of a major 


flood. 

The successful applicants were 
announced as the nation’s biggest 
emergency flooding exercise got 
underway. 

Exercise Watermark will test 
the country’s response to extreme 
river, tidal and reservoir flooding 
and ensure Essex is prepared to 
deal with floods. 

The project will involve some 
10,000 people from ten govern¬ 
ment departments, 34 local 
resilience forums, emergency 
responders, water and energy 
companies, hospitals and 
schools. 

For the first time, communities 
will also be taking part - evacuat¬ 
ing schools and installing flood 
defence products to protect prop¬ 
erties. 

The Government’s crisis 


response committee, COBR, will 
also be meeting. 

Mr Benyon added: “Exercise 
Watermark stems from Sir 
Michael Pitt’s recommendations 
following the 2007 floods which 
caused so much devastation and 
heartache. 

“The Government is commit¬ 
ted to implementing those rec¬ 
ommendations and working with 
communities to minimise the 
risk to people’s lives and their 
livelihoods. 

“The events taking place this 
week will help us to be as pre¬ 
pared as we can be for the dan¬ 
gers caused by floods.”

A NEW arts project 
was launched last 
week. 

Arts group Metal 
and Southend 

Education Trust held 
the launch of Thames 
to Tama at Chalkwell 
Park. 

More than 4,600 
pupils from 24 
Southend schools 
have contributed to 
create a stunning 
installation that illus¬ 
trates the adventures 
of the 16th Century 
explorer, Will Adam, 
who became the first 
Briton to set foot in 
Japan. 

Adam grew up and 
learned his trade as a 
navigator on the 
Thames. 

He trained with Sir 
Francis Drake, played 
a role in the Battle of 
the Spanish Armada 
and eventually put 
together his own fleet 
of five Dutch ships 
and set off on a jour¬ 
ney of discovery and 
epic adventure that 
took him to Japan.

for the rest of his life. 

He is an important 
historical figure for 
Japan to this day.

Man prosecuted 
for racial abuse

She explained that the pill had 
caused him to foam at the mouth 
while he was at the police station. 

He insulted PC William Cheung 
with various words, including ‘go 
back to China’. 

The court then heard that Cooper 
failed to appear at court on 
Tuesday, February 22. 

Magistrate Jill Crowe, chair of 
the bench, was told that the inci¬ 
dent was ‘out-of-character’ and 
Cooper had since apologised. 


Couple sought in burglary 


A YOUNG couple are being sought 
following a burglary in Southend 
last week. 

Burglars entered a home in 
Trinity Road, Southend, through 
unlocked rear patio doors between 
5pm and 6pm on Thursday, 
February 24.

Three cheers 
for the postal 
service 

THREE cheers for the post¬ 
men! These people, who get 
up to do a shift that neither

All of us got our mail during 
the bad weather. 

My local surgery had a back¬ 
log of prescriptions to get out 
last year. I was panicking in 
case mine didn’t arrive in time 
but it arrived within two days 
and it had second class 
postage. 

All too often, complaints are 
made about deliveries but a lot 
of the problem is because mail 
is incorrectly addressed and 
not the fault of the postal 
workers. 

The postmen/women are 
always polite bright and 
cheery and smart in their uni¬ 
forms. Although sometimes 
they are the bearers of bad 
news, the service provides a 
great deal of happiness to the 
elderly with cards and letters. 

My relatives live abroad and 
have to use a postbox that has 
to be rented out and paid for 
and even then you have to 
walk a long way to collect 


your mail. 

Can you imagine what it 
would be like in this country if 
that happened? It would have a 
huge impact on people, espe¬ 
cially the elderly. 

Postal workers are some¬ 
times the butt of people’s jokes 
when all they want is job secu¬ 
rity and a liveable wage. 

Sometimes the disputes are 
not about money; they are 
about giving people walks that 
are out of the area or having 
too many agency workers or 
sometimes not enough. 

Although overtime not com¬ 
pulsory, there is an expectation 
for them to do it. With lots of 
behind-the-scene jobs to do 
and the occasional bitten fin¬ 
ger from the local dog, we 
should treat these people as 
valued members of society. 

The Post Office is part of 
our British heritage and identi¬ 
ty with the traditional red pil¬ 
lar boxes (except on the 
beloved Channel Islands where 
they are blue and yellow). 

Let’s keep it that way - don’t 
let it be like the other local 
services we have lost.

Do we really 
need giant 
posts? 

HAS Southend Council gone 
mad and grown its own rain¬ 
forest? Suddenly, there are 
numerous four-foot blocks of 
wood appearing on grass 
verges in the West Leigh area, 
purporting to stop vehicles 
from driving on to, or parking 
on, these grass verges. 

While I will agree this is 
something that has to be 
stopped to avoid the verges 
becoming deeply rutted and 
damaged, I do question the 
size of these posts and, more 
importantly perhaps, the siting 
of some of them. 

Surely, something a little 
more discreet would have been 
more appropriate? 

OK, so to stop inconsiderate 
and verge damaging parking, 
this would appear to be a nec¬ 
essary measure where there is 
a long stretch of verge that 
needs protecting, but to site 
them (in some cases) close to 
an existing telegraph pole or a 
mature tree, is sheer madness 
and a total waste of ratepayers’ 
money. 

Also, no consideration 
appears to have been given to 
the difficulties that may be 
experienced by disabled or 
elderly persons, or mothers 
with young children, living 
where these posts have been 
sited. 

Surely, this money would 
have been better spent on 
repairing road damage around 
the town, caused by the recent 
severe winter weather, to the 
benefit of all road users.

You’re wrong 
about the 
airport, Mr 
Jarvis 

I LEEL that I must respond to 
the vitriolic letter written by 
the embittered Lee Jarvis (YA 
Letters, Feb 24), but I shall try 
to do so without launching a 
personal attack. 

Mr Jarvis accuses SAEN of 
telling lies, avoiding the truth, 
making things up and of not 
really being worried about the 
residents of Southend, and by 
implication, accuses Denis 
Walker of the same. 

Truth is stranger than fic¬ 
tion, and SAEN members, 
committee and followers have 
kept a strict regard for the 
truth ever since their first 


meeting. 

People at that meeting were 
pleased someone had volun¬ 
teered to take on the case of 
the airport extension, that 
spokesmen would be dealing 
with the authorities, writing 
letters, organising leaflet 
drops, allocating finance to 
where it can do the most good, 
researching information, and 
above all, putting the residents 
of Southend first. 

Sometimes lies go under the 
title of ‘spin’; the spin created 
by the council and not contra¬ 
dicted by anyone at the airport 
would suggest that there will 
be 6,700 jobs available when 
the airport expands. This is 
very far from the truth. 

Southampton, quoted by Mr 
Jarvis, has nearly two million 
passengers a year and ‘more 
than 1,200 (people) in 30 dif¬ 
ferent companies of whom 
200 are BAA Southampton 
employees’ (BAA 
Southampton). Only 200, Mr 
Jarvis, not 6,700. 

I do understand the desperate 
need for jobs in Southend, as 
elsewhere, in this current eco¬ 
nomic climate, but this inflat¬ 
ed figure is not to be believed. 

It includes the forecast for 
jobs to be created within the 
Saxon Business Park as part of 
the Rochford/Southend Area 
Action Plan, of which the air¬ 
port extension was only a part. 

Taking the planning applica¬ 
tion out of the Action Plan 
seems to have brought the rest 
of that particular initiative to a 
dead halt, as nothing more has 
been said about it for well over 
a year. 

Mr Jarvis says that ‘most 
residents want the runway 
extension to happen’, but if 
this is so, where are all the let¬ 
ters of support they could have 
sent to the council when the 
proposition was first made? 

The letters sent to the coun¬ 
cil during the Consultation 
were overwhelmingly against 
the extension, against the clo¬ 
sure of Eastwoodbury Lane, 
against the destruction of part 
of Eastwood Church wall, and 
against the thought of having 
52,500 flights a year as well as 
night flights for freight planes. 

SAEN is worried; worried 
about the apathy that a lot of 
residents have; worried about 
the effects of noise and air 
pollution on our residents’ 
physical and mental health; 
worried about the potential 
loss of a church which is older 
than Southend itself; worried 
about jamming up the two 
main approach roads of the 
borough with extra traffic; 
worried that a project which 
could be short-lived in view of 
failing oil supplies will spell 
devastation for parts of the 
town; worried that 20,000 peo¬ 
ple under the flight path may 
actually be in danger from the 
threat of airport expansion. 

I am sorry, Mr Jarvis, but 
you are wrong on all counts in 
your letter. Please check out 
the SAEN website.

O NE of the nicest days out 
we’ve had over the last 
couple of years was at 
Papermill Lock, near Chelmsford, 
so when a colleague suggested 
we went somewhere similar, the 
boys jumped at the chance. 

Heybridge Basin, in Maldon, 
didn’t disappoint as it also 
offered a peaceful place for a 
stroll along a canal, with plenty 
of boats to look at and a place 
to sit and enjoy refreshments 
whilst admiring the view. 

The basin is where the 
Chelmer and Blackwater naviga¬ 
tion meets the tidal Blackwater 
estuary. It it the place where 
fresh water merges with salt 
water and the basin owes its 
existence to the 13-mile canal. 

As Chelmsford expanded in 
the 1790s, the need for an 
effective system of transporta¬ 
tion from the estuary to the cen¬ 
tre of Essex was needed and an 
Act of Parliament was passed in 
1793 to make and maintain a 
canal. 

The basin at Heybridge was 
dug out so vessels could enter 
the canal through the sea lock 
and unload their cargo, and the 
stretch of canal between 
Heybridge Basin and Beeleigh 
was cut out by hand to bypass 
Maldon because the town 
opposed the canal as it feared 
losing trade. 

The vessels on the canal have 
now been replaced with plea¬ 
sure boats and Heybridge Basin 
has flourished. 


In the spring, the basin and 
canal attracts plenty of walkers 
and birdwatchers, while boat 
owners prepare their vessels for 
enjoyment on the river over the 
summer months. 

Throughout the summer, the 
area is a great place to sit and 
watch the comings and goings 
along the river and canal, from 
vessels using the lock to old 
barges making their way 
towards the sea. 

Autumn is the best time to sit 
and enjoy the views across the 
River Northey and Osea Islands, 
while during the winter the basin 
offers a peaceful place to wan¬ 
der around before enjoying a 
bite to eat. 

The basin’s two pubs, which 
once served workers and visiting 
sailors, now cater for tourists 
and offer plenty of refreshments, 
as does The Lock tearoom. 

The tearoom, which is situated 
on the sea wall, has both inside 
and outside seating and offers a 
range of food from breakfasts 
and homemade lunches to tradi¬ 
tional cream teas. 

From March 31 there will be 
even more to do at Heybridge, 
when Basin Pleasure Boats 
begin their canal cruises and 
rowing boat hire for the season. 

Those who want to explore the 
navigation at their own pace can 
hire rowing boats on an hourly 
basis, which can carry up to four 
people and are suitable for peo¬ 
ple of all abilities. 

The company also offers one- 


hour cruise trips up to Beeleigh 
on the Elver, a 25ft steel narrow- 
boat, as well as two-hour sunset 
cruises. 

Heybridge Basin is a wonderful 
place to wander around, thanks 
to its facilities, picturesque 
scenes and its village, which 


retains much of the character of 
bygone days. 

It was definitely worth the 
hour-long car journey, which we 
will be happy to repeat during 
the summer months to enjoy 
some fun in the sun on the 
canal.

Landlord Question 

I have just bought a property that has got an existing tenant 
with an assured shorthold tenancy agreement. Is there 
anything that I need to do? 

Think Property Reply 

I am guessing that your own intentions with this property is to 
continue offering it as a property let. If that is the case, then 
essentially there is nothing you need to do. 

The existing assured short hold tenancy agreement which 
should have been checked over by your solicitor - will remain 
valid until the end of its fixed period. Once it ends you can 
either allow them to continue as a statutory periodic tenancy 
or you can ask the tenant to sign a new AST. 

Now I recommend asking your tenant to sign a new AST at 
this time, especially if you want to change the rent. 

Another important thing that the vendor's solicitor must do 
before the deal is completed is write to the tenant informing 
them of this property sale, and that from the date of 
completion they must pay rent to you. 

Similarly, your solicitor will need to agree with the vendor the 
completion statement which allows for any remaining rent 
paid in advance and the landlord's interest in the tenant's 
deposit (this will need to be transferred to you at the scheme 
where it is held). 

Tenant Question 

Can you make alterations such as putting up shelves on a 
wall in rented accommodation? 

Think Property Reply 

To do so would cause damage to the walls so you do not 
have the right to do this, however a landlord may agree to 
you doing so, so it is worth asking. You should ensure you 
get any permission in writing. 

A landlord may also agree to small alterations on the 
condition that the tenant puts the property to right at the end 
of the tenancy, for example filling in screw holes and 
repainting where necessary.

Q. I was surprised when the agent \ was 
instructing to sefl my property specifically 
asked to see proof of my identity. What’s going 
on? 

A. Unlikely though this might sound, it’s actually 
all to do with the international drive to try and 
clamp down on the flow of illegal funds around the world - whether it be the 
proceeds of organised crime, or finance for international terrorism. And it’s quite a 
topical issue at the moment, thanks in part to events in Libya and elsewhere. 
Indeed, the Office of Fair Trading circulated a special information notice about it 
only last month. 

What it amounts to is this: estate agents - along with many other financial 
institutions and professions such as banks, solicitors, accountants and financial 
advisors - are now required by law (namely, the Money Laundering Regulations 
2007) to check the identity of any new clients, and their ownership of the property 
in question. The same applies to any buyer with a suitcase stuffed full of used fifties. 
In practice, the rules are fairly simple: 

First, we have to confirm your identity - so we need to see an item such as a 
passport or a driving licence. 

Second, we need to see something official like a council tax or utility bill containing 
both your name and address. This document must be less than 3 months old. 
Mobile phone bills aren’t acceptable. 

Agents are also required to satisfy themselves that the information is accurate. This 
process may include verification through authorised third party sources. Why? 
Because, if the information subsequently turns out to be false, and the money 
involved in the property is somehow tied up with organised crime or terrorism, then 
the agent would need to be able to prove that he or she had taken all reasonable 
steps to check. Otherwise, it could mean a substantial fine or even imprisonment. 
Needless to say, if the agent does have any suspicions, then these must be 
reported to the Serious Organised Crime Agency. 

Is this yet another example of Big Brother in action, of the state prying even deeper 
into our lives? Not when you consider what is potentially at stake. However, it’s still 
one more thing we as agents have to deal with. So, spare us a thought!

P ERHAPS we should have 
seen vehicles like the 
Qashqai coming a while back 
when Nissan decided not to 
replace the Almera with anything 
directly comparable. 

That was one of the first signs 
that the Japanese company was 
ditching the traditional family hatch 
market and moving into producing 
more ‘lifestyle’ choices amongst its 
vehicle portfolio. 

The slow-selling 
Primera wasn’t doing 
much for the compa¬ 
ny’s bottom line and 
so it has devoted its 
attention to cars like 
the Qashqai, the 
370Z, the Pathfinder 
and the X-Trail. Financial reports 
look like that’s been a smart move. 

The 2.0-litre dCi engine gener¬ 
ates 150bhp at 4,000rpm and a 
healthy 320Nm of torque at 
2,000rpm. Co-developed by 
Renault and Nissan, the engine is 
decently refined yet not slow to 
deliver its mid-range performance. 

Nissan hasn’t skimped when it 
comes to transmissions, the 
Qashqai 2.0 dCi being supplied 
with either a six-speed manual box 
or a six-speed auto option. 

The Qashqai drives in an assured 
manner on the road and feels 
more like a conventional family 
hatchback than a 4x4 with its sup¬ 
ple suspension and absence of 
body roll. The latest cars have 


revised suspension settings to 
improve things further in this area 
and refinement that’s boosted by 
multi-layer insulation in the front 
bulkhead and a special soundproof 
windscreen. 

The ALL-MODE 4x4 system is 
available on the 2.0-litre vehicles 
with the others sending drive to 
the front wheels only. This is an 
electronic system which automati¬ 
cally engages four-wheel drive the 
moment a loss of traction is 
detected. 

Nissan makes no 
bones of the fact that 
the Qashqai is any¬ 
thing but an off-road- 
er, citing its lack of 
ground clearance. 
What precludes it 
from tackling rutted 
tracks makes it a better car on the 
blacktop, the hunkered down cen¬ 
tre of gravity giving a nimble feel. 

The Qashqai, in reality, is some¬ 
where between an all-wheel drive- 
orientated family hatchback and a 
road-orientated compact 4x4 and 
it incorporates MPV-style practical¬ 
ities as well. Like many rivals, the 
Qashqai offers the choice of a two 
or a four-wheel-drive platform, the 
front-wheel drive model being per¬ 
fectly adequate for 95 per cent of 
customer’s requirements. 

In case you were wondering 
where the wacky name came 
from, it’s pronounced ‘kash-kai’ 
and is named after a desert¬ 
dwelling nomadic tribe from South 
Western Iran.

It’s also decently economi¬ 
cal and doesn’t draw the wrong 
sort of attention.

Take a break 


A T first I thought it was 
one of those cute but 
useless features that 
vehicle designers come up 
with when they’re having a 
dry month. 

The Mercedes E-Class I 
was driving would, when it 
deemed fit, flash up a pic¬ 
ture of a coffee cup and ask 
‘Time for a break?’ in the 
centre of the speedometer. 

The first time it happened I 
was barrelling along the 
autobahn between Cologne 
and Aachen, attempting to 
snap the virtual speedo nee¬ 
dle off the end of the dial. 

With eyes on stalks waiting 
for an errant Volkswagen 
Polo to edge into the out¬ 
side lane, a double mochac- 
cino was about the last 
thing on my mind. 

Since then it’s happened a 
couple of other times, the 
Attention Assist system 
monitoring the steering 
angle, the length of time 
you’ve been behind the 
wheel and comparing these 
variables against a computer 
program in charge of judg¬ 
ing driving behaviour. And 
it’s been bang on the money 
each time, realising when I 
was getting drowsy and 
wagging its finger at me. 

It’s been estimated that 
drowsiness causes around 
30 per cent of all fatal acci¬ 
dents on European roads, 



which is more than drink 
and drug-related fatalities 
combined but until recently, 
there has been very little 
that could be done to moni¬ 
tor this situation 

In fact, it’s fair to say that 
many of the latest innova¬ 
tions in vehicle technology 
have, if anything, con¬ 
tributed to reducing the 
amount of attention we pay 
to our surroundings. 

Vehicles with seats that 
you sink into, that keep the 
interior climate warm and 
draught-free and feature 
suspension softer than your 
duvet are always going to 
make you feel relaxed and 
stress-free. Is there a case 
that they are now making 


things a little too relaxing? 
Taking away the intellectual 
stimulation of driving? 

Mercedes’ Attention Assist 
system is certainly a step in 
the right direction, but the 
little coffee cup and the 
chime are perhaps a little 
too subtle. 

I’m thinking Ace of Spades 
at full volume on the stereo, 
all the windows lowered, the 
massage seats switched to 
Turkish wrestler mode and 
some pungent odour 
sprayed from a nozzle in the 
steering wheel. 

I can’t really see Mercedes 
buying that idea but perhaps 
we need to wake up to the 
fact our cars are evolving 
much faster than we are.

NOW don’t be scared. The world of 
science gets a bad press from those 
who don’t understand it. But you 
don’t need to be a bushy-haired bof¬ 
fin to enjoy a fascinating and richly 
rewarding career in science. 

In reality, science is simply the 
way we understand the natural sys¬ 
tems that make up our world. It’s 
divided into many categories. Most

Some scientists teach their subject 
at university or college, others are 
involved in designing materials for 
use in broadcasting, schools or 
museums. 

Information scientists are gener¬ 
ally involved in helping formulate 
policies and are often wheeled on as 
honorary boffs to sit and advise 
committees. 

Most importantly, don’t get 
scared off by science s reputation. As 
TH Huxley said, “Science is nothing 
more than trained and organised 
common sense.”
